The applicant sent in a 312 amendment on 6/17/2003 which made corrections to claims 16,17 and 19. This amendment was 
approved for entry and a communication was mailed 8/6/2003 notifying the applicant 

The applicant sent in a duplicate of the previous 312 amendment on 7/22/2003 and this communcation will re-affirm the 
entry of the amendment to claims 16,17 and 19. 

The applicant has sent another 31 2 amendment on 7/22/2003 asking to correct informalities to Fig.s 10, 1 1,20,21,22, and 27. 
This amendment is approved for entry. 

The applicant has also sent in a Marked-Up Version of Substitute Specfication and amendments to the claims which have 
numerous changes.
